Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim15-26 and 35-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to independent claims 35, 36 and 39, the Melet reference fails to provide a teaching of 
syringes with switch valves operating as claimed for the purpose of supplying or 
neutralizing their functions while all carry out a single movement, including the syringe 
or syringes dedicated as an air pump. The prior art of record such as that of 
Bachenheimer and Jottier in combination with Melet fails to provide a motivation for 
combination to result in the claimed invention.
